expert of the Statistical Bureau of 
the Department ol Agriculture, 
the loss in money aa tho raault ol 
the recent Brazos valley flood 
amounts to f6,4i4,fX>o.

"Great news is coming; from the 
eom-gtbwing statea thaao daya," 
says the St. Loois GI^Dmttrt. 

"Not only has the wheat crop in 
Missouri, Kansas, Nebraska aad 
the trther states of this ae i gh b ar- 

hood been above the average, but 
the corn yield is going far abea^ 
of all previoua figntia. Tba kaa- 

sas corn crop will, according lo 
the estimates, be a long way in 
excess of 300,000,000 bushels. 
Nebraska's corn yield is placed 
at from 275,000,000 to 390,000,- 
000 bushels, and tho latest reports 
seem to indicate that it may go up 
to tbe 300,000,000 mark. Iowa 
and Missouri are in equally good 
fortune. Tbe news from Colorado, 
Minnesota and the Dakotss is 
likewise encouraging in tha higli- 
est degroe. Thia iaiBMaM M> 
creasaiB the cfopaiaeaBaiaf aaaa 
curious things. Tho dsmaads on 
the labor bureaus in tbo tanniaf 
regions in the west were never so 
great in the past as they sre now, 
and tlic agencies are powerless to 
meet them.

Wa- 
men an drawn upon to help ia tha 
harvesting because tbo anpply (d 
men is inadequate. The cropa 
are the largest ever known, and 
the labor of the women is neces- 
sary to prevent loss through delay 
in liarvi siinR. The west, like the 
rest ol ihi I uiintiy, is at the high 
tide of profipi rity. ICvt^rybody ia 
chcerlul. 1 he utitluok is brighter 
than it has been in the agricul- 
tural regions in many years."

Kentucky WM admiUeil in- 
to the union tea yeaM before Ohio 
aalS eajoya certain climatic advant- 
agea of temperature and rainfall, 
which Ohio does not poaseaa. But 
Kai^ucky suffers from tlic dlsail- 
f rn tdg ta •! having few navigable 
rivers within its bonndariaa, al- 
thouRli there are many iinnaviga- 
ble streams, of which Salt river, 
OodM fereeic and some branches of 
the Big Sandy are not unknowit to 
topograpbera. 

Altheogh Hm two atatea are sub- 
stantially equal in area, Kentucky, 
by reason of this lack of navigable 
i^aW-flO"""** «nthin its boundaries, 
has the greater, need of railway 
connections. The present railrcad 
mileage of Ohio is marly three 
times as great as that of its neigh- 
bor. Kentacky still adboraa in 

some sections to its primitive sys- 
tem of toll gates, the forcible and 
lawless destruction of which is oc- 
caaionally undertaken by some of 
its unemployed inhabitants. 

NoiwithstandiDg all tbia, the re- 
cent Democratic convention in 
Louisville not only denounced the 
"extortionate, unfair and diacrim- 
inating fieight rates" by transpor- 
tation companies, but it put in 
nomination for office of governor, a 
candidate pledged to wage an un- 
remitting war on railroada in Ken- 
tucky, wliiuli are the only available 
agencies for transporting to mar- 
ket the fruits of the labor of its 
farmers. His name is Goebel. 

And this fight against the rail- 
roada is inangurated by Goebel in 
a State which, for geographical 
and economic reasons, ia perhaps 
more iotereated than any other in 
the union M extending and not re- 
. tarding the development of rail- 
roads.

The Sulu islands have accepted 
American aUogiance.' ill4l^«l%e- 
aisiance exists in not one-sixth of 
the archipelago. Ihe campaign 
continues in spite of the rainy sea- 
son, and by Novemt>er Luzon will 
be brought under peace, law and 
order. — Philadelphia Press.
